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Commission Trio 
Busily At Work 
On Constitution 


A new constitution is in the 
process of being drafted by a 
commission committee including 
Frank Stone, commissioner of 
athletics, John Cavanah, sopho- 


more commissioner, and Loren 


Ingols, commissioner of social ac- 
tivities. 

The new constitution will em- 
body a provision for the supreme 
court, which has already been 
appointed; a provision for a‘chain 
of commands in the commission, 
to put the vice-president in charge 
of all elections; to make provi- 
sion for elections of which there 
is no provision now and to. at- 
tempt to remove the vote from 
the commissioner of finance, and 
to provide a head yell leader. 

All these provisions are tenta- 
tive and must be submitted for 
acceptance or rejection by the 
student body in an election. 


TO RECEIVE UNIT 

President John Eastman told 
the commission that all commis- 
sioners will receive one unit for 
their participation, and will be 
graded according to their indi- 
vidual. achievement and attend- 
ance. It was brought up by Mr. 
Clifford Swanson that unexcused 
absences will affect the one unit 
in that only one cut will be al- 
lowed before the unit is lost.

The long awaited student. hall 
may become a reality for stu- 
dents of Salinas Junior College 
in, 1948, heralded President John 
B. Lemos this week. This New 
Year greeting was based on the 
bond issue to be voted on by res- 
idents of the Salinas Union High 
School and Junior College Dis- 
trict, February 10. 

From this amount, $100,000 will 
be allocated for the building of 
the much-needed student hall. 
The proposed bufilding will house 
all the student body activities, 
such as student bookstore, cafe- 
teria, recreation room, men’s and 
women’s lounges, student body 
offices, and offices for the col- 
lege publication. 

Suggested sites so far include 
the plot between the wings, and 
above the cafeteria, which is 
constructed for two-story use. 
Another location, appealing to na- 
ture lovers, would place the hall 
at the Central Avenue side of 
the campus facing the park; nat- 
urally, the houses that are there . 
will have to be removed. 


BACK BOND ISSUE 

Student body president John 
Eastman urged all J.C. students 
in the Salinas district to go all 
out for the bond issue, and be 
sure to vote for it. Students not 
of voting age should remind their 
parents and friends of the vital 
importance to the community for 
the passage Of this issue when 
they go to the polls February 10.

Lower division students at Sa- 
linas Junior College ranked about 
5 per, cent higher than the na- 
tional average for college stu- 
dents who have taken the Amer- 
ican Council of Education psy- 
chological examination, Mr. Wil- 
liam Schultz, reports. 

The dean of guidance and coun- 
seling said that the test given 
to all freshmen students before 
Christmas vacation indicated the 
local lower division students were 
above average in all percentiles. 
The national average is based 
on tests results given in some 900 — 
colleges throughout the country.
